It would mean more than a 
surrender of liberty, as it would mean 
that Democracy was in full retreat 
before tho power of commercialism, 
whioh would be aii admission that tbe 
race is not capable to goveru under a 
Republican' form, whioh is an admis- 
sion tbe Democracy will not make at 
this time or in the future.
